Farm  Relief 

It  is  conceded  by  the  heads  of  the  Farm  Board  that  the  only  sure  method  of  farm  relief 
for  the  wheat  grower  is  to  cut  the  acreage  and  raise  other  crops  of  which  there  is  no  over 
production.
